many ſtrange Circumſtances attend- 
| ing the unhappy Affair before us, 
Ve; +4 muſt be convinced that the Hand 
SRCYI22) of Providence has been very con- 
ſpicuous in the Conviction of this Criminal. That 
a Murder committed on an innocent Babe, ſo 
long ſince as the Year 1724, ſhould be brought 
to Light, the Offender made a public Example 
of, and that by the voluntary Evidence of an own 
Brother, is ſo very extraordinary, that we have 
ſcarce any Precedent of the like in Hiſtory :- And 
that the very Perſons who found the dead Child, 
and who uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to reſtore 
It to Life, ſhould, at this Diſtance of Time, be 
ſtill living to corroborate the Brather's Evidence, 
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is a ſtrong Proof that the Almi ghty had deter- 
mined to . the Offender in this World, to 
make him a laſting Monument of public Shame, 
and thereby convince Mankind, that the Mur- 
derer ſhall in no wiſe clcape the Puniſhment * 
to his Crime. 

Mr. Horne's F amily have for a long Time re- 
ſided and enjoyed a pretty Eſtate at Butterley, in 
the Pariſh of Pentriage, in Derbyſhire. His Fa- 
ther, who lived to the Age of 102, had ſeveral 
Children, and uſed to occupy ſome part of his 
Eſtate ; ſo that he was generally regarded as a 
| Gentleman Farmer, 

'This Son, William Andrew Horne, was the eld- 
eſt and moſt favourite Child, but whether owing 
to any thing more pleaſing or witty the Father 
diſcovered in him, than his other Children, we 
are not told; yet certain it is, that he was much 
preferred before them, being often indulged 
with a Horſe and Money, in early Lite, to ram- 
ble about the Country rom one Place of Diver- 
fion to another, while his Brothers at home were 
made mere Prudges in the Farm, to ſupport his 
Idleneſs and Debaucheries abroad. His Father 
was reputed the beſt claſſical Scholar of his Time, 
in the County of Derby, and taught his Children 
Engliſh and Latin at home himſelf, fo that Mr. 
Horne was never put to any Grammar School. 
It does not appear that he made any great Pro— 
greſs in Learning, though his Father took great 
Pains to make him a Scholar. . We wiſh we could 
ſay ſome Care had alſo been taken of his Morals; 
but of that very litile can, with Truth, be of- 
fered : Sorry, indeed, we are to reflect upon the 
„and it were much to be deſired that his 


Vices could be expoſed, without being obliged 
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to name the Partners of his Guilt; but as that 


cannot be, we muſt bluſh for him, when tis al- 


ſerted, that not content with debauching his Mo- 
ther's Servants, he added the abominable Crime 


of — with his*#*****, A young Gentleman 
of Fortune paid his Addreſſes to qne of his 
Siſters, but he ſoon diſcovered the unnatural 
Commerce between the Parties þ 10 that the 
Courtſhip was broke off almoſt as ſoon as begun, 
- Amongſt the various Women Mf. Horne uſed 
to frequent, he had a more than ordinary Kind- 
neſs for , by whom he had ſeveral 
Children. About che Year 1722, this Girl he- 
ing then big with Child by him, he was kind 
enough to remove her privately from Butterley 
to a convenient Place in Nottinghamſhire, where 
ſhe was well accommodated for lying- in: Whe- 


ther ſhe did not like her Situation, or could not 


bear to be thus parted from her Lover, we do 
not pretend to ſay; however ſhe. was imprudent 
enough to return the next Day to Butterley, and 
as ſhe was in her Way to Mr. Herne s, the Pariſh- 


Officers ſecured her, that ſhe might ſwear the 


Child to the true Father, They left the Girl all 
Night under the Care of two or three People, 
(intending to go with her before a Juſtice in the 
Morning) with a ſtrict Charge not to ſuffer Mr. 
Horne to come near her; but he found Means to 


bribe her Keepers, and was with her all Night; 


the Conſequence of which was, the next Morn- 
ing ſhe ſwore the Child to Mr. Humphrey Ellis, of 
Tumbleſtreet, London, though no ſuch Perſon was 
then exiſting. She was ſoon after delivered of a 
Female Child; which lived to the Age of fifteen 
or ſixteen, and then died of a lingering Diſtem- 
per, having for a- long Time been na 
an 
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and at all Opportunities eating its own Excre- 
ments. By this Woman Mr. Horne had another 
Girl, who is now living, and is reckoned a pretty, 
ſenſible, well-behaved, young Woman. Some 
Time ſince a Perſon of Subſtance offered to 
marry and ſettle a Jointure of 30 l. a Year upon 
her, if her Father, Mr. Horne, could have been 
perſuaded to have given her only 50/7. but as he 
could not be prevailed on to part with ſuch a 
Sum, ſhe loſt a | good abend oy the CO of 
her Father. 

The F fiber of this unhappy y Man had Sen 
Reaſon to repent of his ill- judged 1 
towards his Son, the latter Part of his Life being 
thereby made one continued Scene of Sortvy 
and Affliction. It was in the Spring of the Year 
1724, that one of his Daughters was delivered'of 
a fine Boy, which was preſently conveyed away; 
and reported to be ſent to Nurſe ; but a Differ- 
ence that happened ſoon after between the two 


Brothers, William and Charles, occaſioned the 


latter's acquainting the Father with the true 
Manner in which'the elder Son had diſpoſed of 
the Child. The Father was ſurprized to heat 
that William inſiſted on Charless going along 
with him, in the Dead of Night, from their Ho 

at Butterley, to carry the Child in a Bag to An 
neſley, in Nottinghamſhire, where the eldeſt Bro- 
ther laid it under a Hay-ſtack, and where it was 
found dead the next Morning. The old Gen- 
tleman being a good deal frighten'd with thisRe- 
lation, inſiſted on Charles's never giving the leaſt 
Hint of the Affair during his Life; and it is 
preſumed, in Obedience to his Father's Com- 
mands, it was kept a pfofound Secret till his 


Death, which was in or about the Year 1747: 
ot- 
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Notwithſtanding this licentious Conduct of 
the eldeſt Son, the Father indiſcreetly left him 
in Poſſeſſion of all the Real Eſtate; but the Per- 


ſonal, which amounted in Caſh, Houſhold Goods, 


and Cattle, to little more than 100 J. he, by 


Deed of Gift, made ſome little Time before his 


Death, gave to his Son Charles. The Father 
died upon a Couch in the Kitchen, and had, at 
the Time of his Death, about twelve Guineas i in 
his Pocket, which certainly belonged to Charles; 
but the elder Brother took the Caſh out of — 
dead Father's Pocket, and would not part ith 

it till Charles had promiſed 'to be at the whole 
Expence of burying the old Man; which he did, 
and ſoon after the 15 uneral, on Charles s inſiſtin 
on his Right, the elder Brother turned the 
Younger out of Doors, and would not ſuffer him 
to enjoy even what the Father had given him. 

William Andrew Horne, by the Death of his 

Father, was now become ſole Maſter of the 
Houſe, in Poſſeſſion of a comfortable Eſtate, and 
no doubt, might have lived with ſome Degree of 
Credit and Reputation; but he was of ſo penu- 
rious a Diſpoſition, that, it is ſaid, he never did 
one generous Action in the whole Courſe of his 
Life. And it is really a ſtrong Proof of a moſt 
ſordid, covetous Temper, that tho he knew his 
Brother Charles was Maſter of a Secret'of the laſt 
Importance, yet he would not give him the leaſt 
Aſſiſtance, nor would he beſtow a Morſel of 
Bread on his Brother's hungry Children, when 
they went, as they often did, to beg it at their 
Stony-hearted Uncle's Door. 

It happened a few Years ſince that Charls 
Horne was taken ill of the Gripes, and was, by 
his poor Neighbours, who viſited him, thought 

to 
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to be in great Danger; his Pains were exceſſiye, 


and he was greatly emaciated. One of theſe 
kind Neighbours went, in Charles's Name, to 
deſire the *Squire would, in this Extremity, be- 
ſtow a little Rum or Gin to eaſe his Brother's 
Pains ; but in vain, he received for Anſwer, That 
He had none but what he bought, and he would not 
part with a Drop tho to ſave his Brother's Life. 
He not only behaved in this cruel Manner to- 
wards his Brother, but all the Country round 
him had Reaſon to complain of his ill Treat- 
ment. He would ſcarce ſuffer a Man (not qua- 
lied) to keep a Dog or a Gun; ſo that he w 
univerſally feared and hated. | 
Some Time ſince he threatened Mr. Roe for 


killing Game. It happened, a little after, that 


the Squire and Roe met at a Public Houſe; and, 
after drinking a Pot or two of Ale, they enter d 
into Converſation about the Right of killing 
Game; when Words ſoon aroſe between them, 
and Roe called the Squire Inceſtuous old Dog; for 
which Words the Squire proſecuted him in the 
Eccleſiaſtical Court at Litchfield; when Mr. Roe, 
not being able to prove the Charge to the Satis- 
faction of the Court, was obliged to ſubmit, and 

pay all Charges. | 
This put Mr. Roe upon a more ſtrict Inquiry 
into the Truth of what he had formerly heard 
about the Squire's having been the Occaſion of 
the Death of one of his own natural Children. 
He was well informed that Charles Horne had, 
upon ſome particular ill Uſage received from his 
elder Brother, declared, to two or three People, 
That he had many Years before ſtarved one ot 
his Children to Death. To theſe People he re- 
paired, and found that Charles Horne had * 
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ally ſaid ſuch Things of his Brother. Upon this . 
Mr. Roc made Application to a worthy Juſtice in 
Derbyſbire, fot a Warrant to apprehend Charles, 
that the Truth might come out. The Warrant 
was granted; but as the Juſtice who ſigned it 
makes it a Rule to do public Buſineſs on a Mon- 
{ay only, the Conſtable took Ghartks's Word for 
his Appearance the Monday following. 4 

In the man Time the Squire heard of this 
| Warraiit's being iſſued out to take up his Brother 
Charles, in order to his being examined with re- 
lation to the Murder of the Child : He therefore 
thought it prudent to invite this neglected Bro- 
ther to his Houſe, where he aſked him, F he 
would ſwear his Life away? To which Charles re- 
plied, I muſt and will ſwear the Truth. The 
Squire ſaid, There was no Occaſion for that, I ad- 
viſe you by all Means to forfwear yourſelf, and I 
will be a Friend to you. Charles made Anſwer, 
If I do, how muſt I anſwer to God for it? The 
Squire ſaid, Tell God Almighty I bad you forfwear 
yourſelf to ſave my Life. To this Charles would 
not conſent; but ſaid, Brother, you have not the 
leaſt Reaſon to expect any Favour from me; never- 
theleſs, as you are my Brother, I am unwilling to 
carry Things to the utmoſt Extremity; if therefore 
you will give me Five Pounds to carry me to Liver- 
pool, I will ſet out immediately for that Port, and 
there embark for another Land : My Wife and Chil- 
dren I bope you will take Pity on; whom, if you 
neglect, I ſhall leave to the Care of Providence. | 
To this eaſy Propoſal che Squire would not con- 
ſent; chuſing rather to run all Hazards, than 
part with ſo trifling a Sum as Five Pounds. 

The Juſtices of Derbyſhire ſeeming not to be 
heartily concerned for the Diſcovery of this = 
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and diſtarit Tranſaction, Application was made, 
about the Middle of March laſt, to a worthy Ju- 
ſtice of the Peace in Nottinghamſhire; who, ſtruck 
with the Attrociouſneſs of the Crime, granted a 
Warrant to apprehend the *Squire, which was 
ſoon-indorſed by Sir 7obn Every, a worthy Gen- 
tleman in the Commiſſion of the Peace for the 
County of Derby. The Warrant was executed 
in the Manner related in the Trial, by the Con- 
ſtable of Anneſiey and his Aſſiſtants, who ſoon 
brought the Priſoner, William Andrew Horne, Eſq; 
to be examined before two Juſtices of the Peace 
in Nottinghamſhire; where, after an Examination, 
which laſted ſome Hours, the Priſoner was 
charged with ſuch monſtrous Crimes, and had fo 
little to offer in his Defence before the Juſtices, 
that they committed him to Nottingham Goal, to 
take his Trial at the Aſſize. He had not been 
long confined, before he made Application to 
the Court of King's Bench to be removed by Ha- 
beas Corpus, in order to be bailed; for which 
Purpoſe he went in Cuſtody of the Goaler to 
London; but the Court denied him Bail; ſo he 
was obliged to return to Nottingham Goal, there 
to remain till the Summer Aſſize, which was held 
on Saturday the roth of Auguſt, 1759, before the 
Lord Chief Baron Parker; when, after a fair 
Trial, which laſted near nine Hours, he was 
found guilty of Murder, and received Sentence 
to be hang'd the Monday following. , . 

The Evening after his Trial ſeveral humane 
Gentlemen, conſidering that the Time allowed 
him was very ſhort for ſo great a Sinner to pre- 
pare himſelf for Death, were kind enough to 
wait on the Judge, to defire he might have the 


Time prolong'd ; and, upon. their App 
S 
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his Lordſhip was pleaſed to reſpite the Sentence 
a Month; at the Expiration of which he obtain'd. 
another Reſpite till further Orders. We wiſh 
we could ſay he had made a proper Uſe of the 
Time granted him; but, alas! it was too much 
ſpent in fruitleſs Applications to Perſons in Power 
for Pardon. r 0A ART ITE 
It was with Difficulty that he was perſuaded. 
to think he had committed a Crime, in being the 
Occaſion of the Death of an innocent Babe; and 
thought it hard, extremely hard, to be convicted 
of a Fact done ſo many Years ago; and its be- 
ing proved upon the ſingle Evidence, he ſaid, of 
an own Brother, made it doubly hard. 
On Saturday the 8th of December, being aſk'd, 
Sir, did not you hurt your Father, and abuſe him 
ſome way or other, ſo as to haſten his End? He not 
only anſwered in the Negative, but that he al- 
ways did behave in a dutiful and obedient Man- 
ner, —Being, at the ſame Time, further interro- 
cated, Whether, direftly or indirettly, he had been 
guilty of murdering one. of his Siſters ? he proteſted 
his Innocence on that Account.——Being alſo. 
alk'd, Did not you murder one of your Maid Ser- 
vants who was ſuppoſed to be pregnant, and bury 
ber in your own Garden? he alſo poſitively denied 
it,—Being further aſk'd, But, Sir, did not you beat a 


Poor Man to ſuch a terrible Degree as to break his Arms, 


&. ſo that he died before he got out of your Grounds, 
and all this only for aſking an Alms? No.--There was 
one Amos Killer, who was an Idiot, and belong'd 
to Ripley; and kremellber once, at Heage-Court, 
we heard of him being found dead near CA 
worth, or ſomewhere that Way, at feveral Miles 
Diſtance from Niply. Further, Mr. Horne, 
Hed wat you a Darrel with a Steaver; and, iu Re- 
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verge for the Afront, did you not cut the Rope near 
through, in order to let bim fall when he wwas to bd let 
down into the Pit; and the poor Man atcordingly 


fell, to the great Hazard of his Life - Upon this 


laſt Queſtion being put, Mr. Horne ſaid, (ſhaking 
the Queriſt by the Hand at the ſame Time) 
My good Friend, I have always found you ſincere and 
honeſt to me ; and do aſſure you, as am fhortiy to 
appear before the juſt, awful, and deciſive Tribunal, 
and as F hope. for Mercy there, that all and every one 
of the above Reflections are abſolutely falſe, ground- 
leſs, and malicious; and that it muſt be them alone 
who propagated ſuch Falſhoods, that muſt be an- 
ſwerable for ſuch their wicked Devices, for God does. 
know that I am not guiliy of foe. Commiſſion of any 
one of them. 

The next Time the Queriſt v was admitted to ſee 
him, after ſome Hours Converſation on the me- 
lancholy Affair, Mr. Horne, with Tears in his Eyes, 
and ſeemingly. much agitated, ſaid, My Friend, 
my Brother Charles was tried at Derby about twenty 
Years ago, and acquitted, my dear Siſter Nanny for- 
ſwearing herſe:f at that Time to ſave his Life, His 
Life, you ſee, <vas preſerved to hang me; but you'll *

He gave the following Account of the MukpkR 
of the 'S H I LD: 


He appealed to GOD, < That he had no In- 
tention that the Child ſhould die: That, to pre- 
ſerye its Life, he put it intg a Bag lined with Wool. 
and made a Hole in the BW to give it Air: That 
the Child was well dreſſed, and was deſigned as 
2 Preſent for the late Mr. Chawwerth, of Anneſley, 
and intended it to be laid at Itis Door; but, on 


taking it from his Brother, and approaching the 
Houſe, 
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Houſe, the Dogs made ſuch a.conſtant Barking 
that he durſt not go up to the Door for fear of 
a Diſcovery, there being a littleLight in one of 
the Windows: That, upon this Diſappointment, 
he went back to ſome Diſtance, and at laſt de- 
termined to lay, it under à warm Hay-ſtack, in 
Hopes of its being diſcovered early the next 
Morning by the People who came to fodder the 
Cattle ; a it proving a froſty Night with a lit- 
tle Snow, the Child periſhed w it Cold, and was 
unfortunately found deed the a ext, Morning.” 

Mr. Horne, for feveral Days before his Exe- 
cution, was quite refigned, and behaved in a be- 
coming Manner. - He told the worthy Clergy- 
man who attended hjm, That be forgave all bis 
Enemies, even bis Brother Charles; bit that at the 
Day of Fudgmen,. if Go ALMicaTty ſhould aſe 
him how his Brother Charles bebeved, hes would not 
give him & good Character. 

Mr. Horne was born on Sf. Aubin Day 
the Year 1685, which occaſioned his Being | ba 
tized William Andris; and, what is very ng ap 
able, he was executed on his Birth-Day, in 1759; 
ſo that he was. exactly 74 Years of 2 the Day 
he died.— This he mentioned ſeveral Times after 
the Order for his Execution was ſigned; and 
faid, He always uſed to have a Plumb-Padding 
on his Birth-Day, and would again, could he ob 
tain another Reſpite. |
